“Since the days when Jefferson 
expounded his code of political

Many Americans undoubtedly re- 
called that tribute during the recent 
birthday honors to the author of our 
imperishable Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. 

How well, one wonders, do whose of 
his pupils who wield political power 
today, remember the teachings of 
the Sage of Monticello?

“J do, with sincere zeal, wish an 
inviolable preservation of our pres- 
ent Federal Constitution according 
to the true sense in which it was 
adopted by the states.” 

“No Constitution was ever before 
so well calculated as ours for exten- 
sive empire and self-government.” 

Public Debt 

“Taxation follows public debt, and 
in its train wretchedness and op- 
pression.” 

Economy in Government | 

“T am for a government rigorously 
frugal and simple.”

Centralization of Power | 


“It is not by the consolidation or 
centralization of powers, but by their 
distribution that good government is 
effected.”

“A wise and frugal government, 
which shall restrain men from in- 
juring one another, which shall leave 
them otherwise free to regulate their 
own pursuits of industry and im- 
provement, and shall not take from 
the mouth of labor the bread it has 
earned.

Discussed By Council 


Changes in track and swimming awards 
have been discussed by the Student Council. 
An effort is being made to give adequate 
recognition to all worthy participants in these 
two sports, where competition is highly indi- 
vidualistic und where there is great variation 
in the strength of competition from event 
to event. 

Following are the proposed rules. The 
Student Council seeks comment on them, 

TRACK 

A team member may satisfy the technical 
requirements for a track award by any one 
of the following methods: 

a. For the season. By averaging not less 
than three points per meet for all meets 
of the track season, including the Confer- 
ence Meet. 

Before a team member can qualify for an 
award under this rule, the team must have 
held not less than four meets during the 
season, including the Conference Meet. 

Under this rule a member of a track team 
may be granted a maximum of three points 
for award credit if he has been absent be- 
cause of illness and on the orders of a doctor. 
(Add points granted for illness to total points 
earned for the season and divide by the 
number of meets, including the Conference 
Meet.) 

b. In the Conference Meet. 

1. By winning a first place in an indi- 
vidual event. 

2. By winning a second place in an event 
in which there are not less than five com- 
petitors. 

3. By winning a third place in an event 
in which there are not less than six com- 
petitors. 

4. By winning a fourth place in an event 
in which there are not less than seven som- 
petitors. wees 

5. By being a member of a relay team 
which wins first place. 

6. By scoring five or more points in the 
meet. 

SWIMMING
